"These are first, to give op­ 
portunity and stimulus, so that each 
man may make the most of himself. 
A few centuries ago the ancestors of 
most of us were living a savage life 
in the forests of Northern Europe. 
The black man is entitled to his 
chance.”

Booker T. Washington, who told of 
work of the educational institution of 
which he is the head.

Near to a Crisis. 


TO SUPPRESS HER STORY 


Jcromt A sks That Public Be Exclud­ 


ed From Courtroom During Testi­ 


mony of Defendant’s W ife— Prose­ 


cutor Bpoils Effect of Narrativo. 


New York. Jan. 18.—A series of sur­ 
prises brought the Thaw trial near a 
crisis. 
Both Evelyn Thaw, the wife, 
and Mrs. William Thaw, the mother of 
I he defendant, were on the witness 
stand, and just as the former was 
about to relate anew the story of her 
life, as she told to Thaw in Paris in 
19t»3, District Attorney Jerome arose 
and suggested that in the interest of 
public morals, all persons save those 
immediately interested in the case 
should be excluded from the court­ 
room during the i ecu a1 of w hat he 
termed a “horrible tale.” 
The notice 
included the representatives of news­ 
papers, as well as the public general­ 
ly. 
Attorney Martin W. Littleton of 
the defense joined in to shield the 
young woman from hundreds of cu­ 
rious eyes, and said that so far as the 
constitutional right to an open hear­ 
ing was concerned, he was ready to 
waive that point in any ironclad man­ 
ner the court might suggest. 
Pro­ 
ceedings were suspended until next 
Monday morning, when Justice Dowl­ 
ing, who is presiding, will announce 
his decision. 
The district attorney’s suggestion 
was a distinct surprise and called 
forth the remark from Justice Dowling 
that it would have come with greater 
force at the first hearing of the case. 
When Mr. Jerome arose it was gen­ 
erally believed that he was about to 
contend against the admissibility of 
the young Mrs. Thaw’s testimony on 
the ground that it could not have had 
a very serious effect upon the mind 
of the man who subsequently became 
her husband, inasmuch as the horn!-

District Attorney Je­ 
rome’s manner while the mother was 
on the stand was all deference and it 
was his suggestion which led to the 
respite in her ordeal. 
But when the 
young wife took the stand the change 
was marked. 
Jerome glared at her 
from the very first and hiB objections 
were fairly shouted in her ears. Well 
Accustomed to court usage from her 
former experience, the young woman 
waited patiently for a ruling as to 
each objection. 
When they were sus­ 
tained she was silent; when over­ 
ruled she was ever ready with her re­ 
sponse. 
Effective testimony was given at the 
morning session by Miss Alice C.

BEFORE SENATE COMMITTEE 


Colonel Goethals Defends Publication 
of Canal Record. 
Washington, Jan. 18.—The question 
of the propriety of the Isthmian canal 
commission issuing an official newspa­ 
per for the dissemination of informa­ 
tion about the progress of the work at 
Panama caused a somewhat lively dis­ 
cussion in tho hearing before the sen­ 
ate committee on interoceanic canals. 
There was an echo of the debate in 
Ihe senate two years ago, when the 
literary bureau conducted by James 


j Bucklin Bishop, the present editor of 
I the Canal Record, was roundly scored 
I as a government institution that had 
no right to exist, and which eventual­ 
ly resulted in a promise to cease pub­ 
lication in the face of an amendment 
by Senator Culberson abolishing the 
bureau. 
Senator Culberson intimated 
that the promise had not been kept. 
While Coloiiel Goethals was being 
questioned as to the canal work by 
various members of the committee, 
Senator Culberson asked to have the 
remarks he had made in the senate 
in 1905 concerning the literary bu­ 
reau of Bishop placed in the record 
of the hearings and he handed up a 
copy of his remarks for that purpose. 
After reading them, Colonel Goethals 
told why the paper had been estab­ 
lished and said that it was now be­ 
ing run to show the men on all paris 
of the line what was being done at 
other points. 
“It does good,” said the colonel, “be­ 
cause it keeps the men informed of 
official orders and fosters a spirit of 
rivalry as to the amount of work 
that is daily accomplished at different 
points.” 
“Why should not all branches of the 
government get out newspapers to 
show what they are going?” asked 
Senator McCumber. 
Other members of the committee an­ 
swered to the effect that practically 
all the bureaus did get out informa­ 
tion about themselves through their 
regular reports. 
Colonel Goethals as­ 
serted 
that 
there was 
scarcely a 
branch of the government, including 
the army and navy, that did not have 
its means of getting press publicity 
and keeping its own members in­ 
formed as tb what they were doing. 


MEEKLY REVIEW OF TRADE 


Further Easing in Financial Situation

New York, Jan. 18.—Bradstreet’s re­ 
view of trade says a further easing in 
the financial situation and very gen­ 
eral reports of Improvement in col­ 
lections are the leading features this 
week. 
In trade lines colder weather 
and snow have helped retail distribu­ 
tions somewhat, but price reduction 
sales are generally credited with re­ 
sponsibility for whatever expansion 
has been shown in that branch as a 
whole. 
Wholesalers and jobbers re­ 
port sentiment improved, collections 
benefitted by the return to normal in 
domestic money markets, but trade 
demands are still below the normal, 
and in some sections a late and small 
spring trade is predicted.

colors adorning the ehandalie s and run­ 
ning from them to all portions of the 
room. 
C ut flowers w ere also in pro­ 
fusion. 
There were seats provided for 
the graduates on the platform at the 
front of the room, while the junior, or 
undergraduate nurses w ere seated at 
their left. 
The hall was seated with 
chairs and was packed with people. 
The exercises of the evening were 
presided over by W. H. Gemmell, gen­ 
eral m anage of the Minnesota & In tern a­ 
tional railroad, who opened with a ft w 
well chosen rem arks, 
in which he said 
“ This particular occasion is of peculiar 
interest to the people of Brainerd be­ 
cause th« y are proud of the N orthern 
Pacific hospital and its statT, proud of 
its reputation for good work faithfully 
done, and proud of the training school 
far nurses connected with it, which is 
affording young ladies as good, and in

than do the larger cities for acquiring 
a knowledge of th at profession which 
means so much to suffering hum anity.’' 
A fte r thanking the people for their in­ 
terest he called on Rev. J. R. 
Alten, 
the chaplain of the hospital, who then 
invoked the blessing of God on the ex ­ 
ercises. 
A fter the invocation Mr. Gemmell 
m a le a few brief rema ks or, mu ic a id 
especially the music of tile evening 
which was national in character, 
in 
honor of the four nations represented 
in the four memliers of the graduating 


c la s s . America. Canada, Scotland anti 
Ireland, a t the close of which he intro­ 
duced Miss Louise Beare, who rendered 
a piano solo, “ The S erenade,” by Vic - 
or H erbeit, in her usual exquisite style. 
This was followe 1 by the annual le- 
port of the training school read by 
Miss W hitaker, which w as as follows: 
“ A T iaining School for N urses w a s es­ 
tablished in the N orthern Pacific hos­ 
pital in this city six years ago, through 
the efforts of our chief surgeon, Dr. 
Courtney. 
T! e course is three years of hard, 
practical work and considerable study. 
The candidate m ust be of a certain age 
and in good health. 
H er foundation 
should be character, strong and stead­ 
fast. 
She must possess a high degree 
of intelligence, a fairly good education, 
a cheerful disposition, 
m a tu re judg­ 
m ent and be willing to conform to the 
strict discipline, which is considered es­ 
sential in governing a school for nurses. 
While we do not undervalue the im­ 
portance of proper training, the more 
we have to do with training school 
work, the more we realize th a t the 
best kind of training will never m ake a 
nurse, but only aid in her development, 


the distinctive qualities m ust be born 
in her. 
The general public have a very vague 
idea of w hat a course in nursing really 
means. 
The fact that a 
School for Nurses 
was to be opened a t the Brainerd hos­ 
pital w as p retty well advertised in 
railway circle«, and we were showered 
with applications, many of which came 
from those not eligible. 
Among the num ber was a letter from 
a section 
foreman, 
out in 
Montana, 
who was very glad to know that the 
N orthern Pacific hospital was giving 
such a fine cha ice to women. 
He had 
a wife w ho wa-' sm art, bright, an i x- 
cellent cook, and a good housekeeper, 
but she did not know anything about 
taking care of t i e sick. 
He thought 
lie could spare 1 er for two or thr« e 
weeks to Come < own to Brainerd ai d 
leam nursing. 
The larger hospitals, 
all over t ie 
United States, are fin.ling it difficult to 
.irocur«* enough « f ju st the rig ht m a­ 
terial to fill their classes. 
This g re a t work of caring for the 
sick is peculiarly adapted to women, 
and we cannot think th a t it is losing in­ 
terest among our sex, neither can we 
think there are few er women possess­ 
ing the right characteristics, 
but a - 
tribute the 
shortage, 
rath er to the 
g re at increase in hospitals and schools 
of nursing, also, th a t many cannot give 
the necessary three years to training, 
or possibly the age limit and standard 
of education, and the many new avenues 
open to women for m aking a com fort­ 
able living, w ithout so g re a t a sacrifice. 
We have been more fortunate in the 
smaller hospitals in pro*uring all the 
applicants needful, thus far, to fill our 
vacar o:es from year t > year, with prac­ 
tical, sensible young women. 
We have sixteen pupil nurses, and 
our little school has sent out thirteen 
graduates, equipped for their chos« n 
work. 
Two are superintendents of 
small hospitals, one in W ashington and 
one in California. 
Two are in the Nor­ 
thern Pacific hospital a t Tacoma, with 
Dr. Mowers. 
All the others are en­ 
gaged 
in 
private nursing, scattered 
over the Cnited S tates and Canada, 
except those who have homes of thei - 
own. 
The present class, four in number, 
and the fourth class, 
have passed a 
very satisfactory 
examination, aver­

W hile we do not undervalue the im­ 
portance of proper training, the more 
we have to do with training school 
work, the more we realize th a t the 
best kind of training will never m ake a 
nurse, but only aid in her development, 


the distinctive qualities must be born 
in her. 
The general public have a very vague 
idea of w hat a course in nursing really 
means. 
The fact th a t a School for Nurses 
was to be opened at the Brainerd hos­ 
pital was p retty well advertised in 
railway circles, and we were showered 
with applications, many of which came 
from those not eligible.
